To the School Committee of the Town of Plainfield : 


The Acting School Visitor respectfully submits the following report. 

The schools of the town during the year ending July 14, 1900, have 
enjoyed a fair degree of prosperity. 

Moosup school was somewhat broken up the first of the year by 
the illness of Principal Battey and the necessary change of teachers, 
but after the engagement of Principal Oldham the school settled 
down to earnest and successful work. 

The starting of a Parochial school in West Wauregan during the 
winter term broke up the classes in Wauregan school and left them 
with diminished numbers, but the interest in the different depart- 
ments was well maintained. 

Plainfield school suffered from want of efficient oversight and 
thorough drill. 

Central school was small, owing to the removal of families, but 
efficient work was done in both departments. 

The smaller schools have made good progress, and Flat Rock has 
the most advanced class of any school in town, one of its pupils win- 
ning the “ Constitution Prize.” 

Principal Battey did a good work in commencing a more thorough 
erading of Moosup school, and marking out a course of study, which 
is being followed up by his successor. 

The teachers in the Library building labored under great difficul- 
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ties in their iJ] adapted rooms, but thi§ will be remedied when the 
more commodious quarters in the new building are occupied at the 
commencement of the next term of school. 

There has been an increase of interest manifest on the part of par- 
ents in some of our schools, as the list of visitors shows, but it has 
been accomplished through special invitation from -the teachers. 

The rule of the Committee requiring written excuses from parents 
for tardiness or absence has been productive of good results, yet there 
is room for great improvement. 

We have had as a whole an efficient corps of teachers— earnest, 
pains-taking, and successful—so that our schools compare favorably 
with the schools of like grade, even in our cities. 

It is the first attempt to place all the schools of town under one 
management, but whether it has proved a success is for your Com- 
mittee and the people of the town to judge.

The committee on repairs made a personal inspection of every 
school house which was to be oeeupied, noting carefully what was 
necessary to be done to put them in such a condition as would make 
them pleasant and healthful. At a subsequent meeting their report 
as presented was accepted and their recommendations adopted. Noth- 
ing had been done to some of these school houses, especially in the 
smaller districts, for a long time, because if only a small amount was 
needed, a tax must be laid, the cost of collecting which would often 
amount to as much as the bill for repairs. Every house was thor- 
oughly cleaned, whitewashed, painted when necessary, the seats 
varnished, and parts of some roofs shingled, at a cost to the town of 
$575.27. Comparatively little will need to be expended in repairs for 
some time to come. 

Some of the smaller school buildings were not insured, and the 
insurance on the others run out during the year. All have been re- 
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insured, and the policies transferred to the town, at an expense of 
$184.66. These two bills, which amount to $779.93, were heretofore 
a tax upon the districts and did not appear in the town reports. 
Probably something over $800 of expense the past year will not be 
necessary for the year to come. 

What has been accomplished? Instead of having eight separate 
and independent schools, without any harmony of purpose or effort, 
all have been under the same management, working toward a definite 
plan—the best interests of the children and youth for whose benefit 
these schools are supported. The teachers have been held responsi- 
ble for the control and general efficiency of their schools, and have 
been ready to receive suggestions and make any changes thought 
necessary. A beginning has been made in a more thorough grading 
of the schools, and marking out a course of study so that the same 
ground should not be gone over every year. Still more will be at- 
tempted the coming year in the same direction. 

No changes were made in text books, but something will be neces- 
sury soon, as some of the books have been in use so long that it is 
difficult to awaken much interest in the pupils who use them. This 
is true especially in readers, spellers and histories. The State is ready 
to furnish about $75.00 for books if we appropriate the same amount, 
and it seems wise to avail ourselves of the priviledge. 

Five pupils living more than a mile and a half from Plainfield 
school have been furnished transportation, and three to the school at 
Central, and this has cost the town $128.80, at the same time giving 
these children advantages which they could not have received if the 
attempt had been made to keep up these small schools. 


THE KINNIE CONSTITUTION PRIZE. 


This was the first year that the income from this fund was available. 
A committee consisting of Rev. S. H. Fellows and Rev. J. H. Broder- 
ick was appointed to arrange for and award this prize. Each one 
who chose to contest was to write an essay of not less than four pages 
of foolscap, giving in their own language a history of the adoption of 
the Constitution, and the amendments, and their contents; to spell, 
and define the same, one hundred words taken from the Constitution. 
They were to give a fictitious name on the papers, and ina sealed 
envelope to give the same with their true name. 

Fourteen papers were received. These were examined by each of 
the committee separately, and marked as to merit of composition, 
spelling and definition. A comparison of the markings showed that 
the same paper was marked highest by both members of the com- 
mittee, and that was the one marked XYZ. Ray. Opening the 
envelopes this was found to have been written by Miss S. Emma 
Salisbury, of the Flat Rock school, and a two volume Quarto Standard 
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Dictionary, bound in Russia leather, with a holder, was awarded to 
her. All the papers were good for school children, and two at least 
came near to Miss Salisburv’s. Each of these made such a study of 
the Constitution of the U.S. as would not have been attempted with- 
out this stimulous, and the result will be to them of lasting benefit. 
As this is to be an annual prize there will be an opportunity for these 
(if they are in school next year) again to compete with others. 


NEW SCHOOL BUILDING IN MOOSUP. 


At a special meeting of the town held July 27, 1899, it was voted to 
errect an additional building for school purposes in Moosup, at a cost 
not to exceed $8000.00. At asubsequent meeting of the School Com- 
mittee, W. H. Kenyon, J. E. Prior, and W. F. Curran were appointed 
a building committee. A lot was purchased, a building contracted 
for, which will be ready for occupancy at the commencement of the 
next term of school, Sept. 10,1900. Bills to the amount of $3,213.19 
have been paid. 


MUSIC. 


The town voted to employ a music teacher at a cost of $275.00, with 
$75.00 for music supplies. Mrs. N. G. Ladd was employed at the above 
price. She to give half an hour a week to each department of the 
schools. The money has been expended according to the vote of the 
town, with satisfactory results. 

As most of the teachers who are responsible for the daily drill in 
music are familiar with the work and the methods of instruction, 
your Committee thought it might be well to dispense with a separate 
teacher, and have so voted. There is no thought of neglecting mu- 
sical instruction in the schools, but the daily drill will go on as usual. 


Five pupils from our town were granted permission to attend the 
High School in Danielson: Miss Ruth H. Sanderson, Miss Gertrude 
E. Preston, Judson E. Gardner, Willis Hill, Harold De F. Arnold. 
The bill for their tuition is one dollar a week for each pupil, amount- 
ing to $190.00. When it has been paid, and the account has been 
rendered to the State Board of Education, the town will receive a 
rebate of $100.00 under the High School law. 


The vote establishing town management of schools abolished the 
only joint district in town, that in Packerville. As the children who 
belonged in that joint district from Plainfield could best be accommo- 
dated there, arrangements were made with the Selectmen of Canter- 
bury by which we pay our proportion of the expenses of Packerville 
school, after deducting the money received from the State. The 
account has not yet been rendered. 
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Ata meeting of the School Committee held July 22, 1900, it was 
voted that we recommend an appropriation of $10,500.00 for the sup- 
port of the Schools for the coming year, and for Library purposes the 
same amount as that to which we are entitled from the State.
